SESSION NOTES. 


Ottawa, May 5, ’98. 

The plebiscite came up for secoiie 
reading on ‘Tuesday afternoon. Hon. 
Sidney Fisher, minister of agriculture, 
who is the promoter of the bill, moved 
the second reading in a concise, com- 
preheusive and moderate speech He 

said that the liberal party had at the 
esnventicn held in Ottawa in 1893 
given its pledge to submit the ques- 
tion of prohibition to a pop=lar vote. 
The present bill was in faniacss of 
that pledge. 

Hon. G. E. Foster spcke at con- 
siderab’e Jength in reply. He did 
not oppose the proposition to take a 

vote, but doubted the efficacy of a 
popular vote on the abstract question 
to bring about a practical result. He 

also doubted the good faith of the 


government in the matter and asked 
for assurances that if the vote went 
in favor of prohibitien it would be 
followed by probibitory legislation. 

Hon. Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied 
that the will of the people would be 
carried out, but would not come down 
to closer details. The vote would 
probably be brought on during the 
coming fall. 

Some members, not temperance 
men, objected to cider being included 
in the prohibition. It woud cause 
many farmers to vote against pro- 
hibition and they hinted that this was 
the object of the government in in- 
serting the word. Hon. Mr. Fisher 
explained that as cider was an in- 
toxicant if it were not included in the 
prohibition it would not be prohibi- 
tion atall. He also pointed out that 
cider was not merely apple juice and 
therefore was intoxicating. Some 
further objections were urged to the 
franchise act of 98 being specified -as 
the one under which the vote was to 
be taken, but the government was 
firm on that point. The considera- 
tion of the second reading and of the 
cli — in committee of the whoie was 
concluded on Tuesday evening with- 
amendment, and the bill now 
stands for the formal third reading. 
The dise = n was very mild on both 
sides. . Osler, of Toronto, made a 
violent imtoo be speech, but as 
the propriety and method of the vote 
and nct the principle involved in the 
vote was t':e question under discus- 
sion no reply was made to him. 


out 


While the government has not stat- 
ed what conditions will be required to 
be fulfilled in the plebiscite vote be- 
fore prehibitory legislation will be 
introduced it may be taken for grant- 
ed that the position is something like 
this: If a good majority of the 
electors turn out and vote and a 
majority of that majority declare for 
prohibition the government will have 
no option, but to introduce prohibi- 
tory legislation. But if only a 
minority of the clectors vote, even 
theugh a majority of that minority 
should vote in favor of prohibition 
the government would probably not 
feel justified in accepting this asa 
warrant for the drasitic measures re- 
quired under a prohibitory law. In 
view of this possible aspect of the case 
there are many friends of prohibition 
who think it would have been advis- 
able to Lring on the vote on prohibi- 
ticn at the same time as the next 
genera! elections. The interest taken 
at the general elections would ensure 
a maximum vote being polled. And 
with the polling of “such a vote the 
result would be decisive one way or 
the other. Besides the vote would 
vost prac tically nothing in that case, 

and if the Cecision was against pro- 

hibition the case would not be pre- 
judiced by the cry ef economy in the 
future. Now, however, the vote will 
cost from $200,000 to "$250,000 and 
if the result is adverse, or abortive 
from a small turn out, it will be a 
long time before another like chance 
will be offered to test public feeling 
on the question. 


Another very perplexing question 
which may confront the attempt to 

a successiul prohibition vote will arise 
if one or more of the provinces should 
go strongly against prohibition al- 
though the majority of the Dominion 
should go strongly for it. The civil 
Jaw is administered by the provinces 
not by the Dominion. A prohibstory 
law would be part of the civil law 
and therefore wovld have to be ad- 
ininistered hy the provinces. What 
chance will there be of effective pro- 
hibition if the authorities who are 
charged with its administration are 
hostile to it, and if their hostility is 
accentuated by its being forced upon 
them by the votes of “the people of 
other provinces.

The opportunity for a full 
and free vote is given in the way in 
which it has been asked, and the 
practical result will, and must, ce- 
pend entirely upon the strength in 
numbers and energy shown by the 
friends of prohibition in the coming 
contest. The more difficulties there 
arein the way of securing and en- 
forcing prohibition the greater the 
necessity fer a full vote and a large 
prohibition majority as the best and 
indeed only means of solving those 
difficulties.

GOLD STRIKE. 
Jcaquin Miller, the well known 
poet, writes the following letter from 
the Yukon: 
Dawson City, Alaska, March 20.— 
I was called from the cabin up Bon- 
anza last night by a man we keep as 
sort of picket, who brought the mest 
enthusiastic news about gold that has 
ever yet startled the world. 
He said that news had come to Daw- 
son that some Swede and Norwegian 
woodchoppers on an island in the 
Yukon river, twelve milesfrom Daw- 
son, had strack gold thirty-five feet 
down, in quantities that had never 
et been heard of in atiy prospect hole 
that as yet had been sunk to bedrock. 
Of course, I was in town as early as 
pessible, but al! news lips seemed seal- 
ed. The town was and is at this hour 
empty. Twelve miles is not far away 
and the mining population of Dawson 
is out of town. I went to the bar- 
racks for the first time in my life, 
hoping to find the thread by which 
to ravel the story rightly. 
and I ask no questions. Judge Ma- 
guire has gone to church. Captain 
Constantine was thoughtful and as 
quiet as the grave. At last, as some 
excuse and because, too, I really 
meant it, I told him that in case there 
was any trouble, as some sensational 
men are saying there will be over the 
taxes,

captain only thanked me, said there 
would be no trouble, as he believed ;

This island is 
called a Cristo Island, and is 
about 2,000 feet long and 600 feet 
wide. The gold is the strangest sort 
I ever saw, biack, rough, coarse and 
heavy. It is perhaps the best gold yet 
found here.

The 
bedrock is rough and tilted on edge 
or “is a riffie, and the rock is brown

THE GALICIANS AS SETTLERS. 


From Austria, a large number of Galicians 
ae expecied, these who have already 
settled in the Northwest having sent the 
most encouraging reports home of the 
healthfulners of the climate, the opportunity 
for working ovt « sturdy independence and 
the increasing facilities offered for the dis- 
posal of all the farm products through the 
wonderful development of gold mining in 
British Colambia and the Yukon, Prince 
Krapotkin, the famous Russian political 
exile and putlicist, who made a tour 
through the Dominion in connection with 
his attendance upon the meetirg of the 
British Assoviation for the Advancement of 
Science, has effered the warmest testimony 
to the conduct and efferts of the Galicians, 
and speaks «f them as among the most 
likely people t» make good settlers. Irv- 
deed, the report of this keen observer, 
which takes the form ofa highly instructive 
article in the Nineteenth Century, must 
have the effect of stimulating a general in- 
terest in the possibilities of the Northwest 
and of inducing large numbers from the 
United Kingdcm to make trial of oppor- 
tunity whose scope and prospects are im- 
possible in the clder iands.

BRIDGE CONSTRUCTION. 


On Friday afternoon, on the invita- 
tion of A. St. Laurent, government 
engineer in charge of the bridge con- 
struction here, a deputation consisting 
of the Mayor and Councillors, Messrs. 
McCauley and Tims, M. L. A.’s, and 
representatives of the press, visited the 
scene of wperations on the bridge and 
watched vith interest several tests ap- 
plied to prove the hardness and quality 
of the cement of which the piers are 
constructed. 

On the arrival of the visitors they 
were received by Mr. St. Laureni in 
his office, where several tests proving 
the quality of the cement were made. 
A mould is made of the pure cement, 
making when cast a piece with a neck 

| one inch square, juining two larger 
| bodies. This mould, when hardened, is 
| put in the test machine, so constructed 
that one pound weight on the end of a 
lever applies 50 pounds of strein to the 
one inch neck of cement beneath. ‘To 
apply the test the cement is placed in 
the frame and the weight applied by a 
stream of shot which runs automatically 
into a small measure hung on the end 
of a lever. When the strain has be- 
come too great the cement breaks and the 
pail falls, automatically cutting off the 
flow of shot. The shot is then weighed 
and the extent of strain applied 
thereby ascertained. The government 
regulatious require that pure cement, 
that is before it has been mixed with 
sand, shal] stand a strain of 380 pounds 
to the square inch. Two tests were 
made by Mr. St. Laurent, in each case 
the strength of the cement was greatly 
in excess of that required, the first 
showing a strength af 625 pounds and 
the second 600. Inthe construction of 
the piers the cement is mixed with 
sand in the proportion of twe to one 
for the inside and one and a-half to one 
for the facing of the outside. -In this 
form the cement retains only half the 
strength it has when pure, but after 
herdening for a year or two the sand 
becomes amalgamated with the cement 
and becomes practically as strong as 
the pure Portland. Cement requires 
about three days to set, but gradually 
hardens until it is a year old. 

After witnessing the several satisfac- 
tory tests made by Mr. St. Laurent, the 
visitors adjourned to the scene of work, 
where from 40 to 50 workmen were 
busily engaged in completing the piers

and getting them in readiness to re- | 


ceive the superstructure. The north 
abutment is within six feet of its re- 
quired height. The first pier has still 
eleven feet of cement to be put on. the 
second nine and the third fourteen fee«. 
Werk is shifted from one pier to an- 
other in order to allow the material to 
harden gradually and set firmly before 
applying too much weight. In order 
to further prove the quality of the 
material being used, the base of the 
piers near the water mark were attacked 
with cold chisel and hammer and the 
scarcely preceptible mark made by the 
chisel proved the cement to be as hard 
as stone. 


The piers are set 175 feet apart and 
when completed will be 7x24 on top. 
At the base they are, of course, much 
broader, and the up-stream side is 
built slanting and rounding to avoid 
being injured by the down coming ice 
in the spring. 

As far as known the tenders for the 
superstructure have not yet been called 
for, and Mr. St. Laurent estimates that 
it will require at least two months to 
have the necessary iron work mede and 
brought here. By that time he 1s 
quite confident that the piers and 
abutments will be ready to receive the 
iron work, so that no delay need occur
